Hope For The Hopeless 


American heart surgeons, meeting at .At­ 
lantic City, heard reports of recent research 
that will stir the interest of the many who 
hav e concerns ov er a cardiac condition. 
One of the reports told of encouraging ex­ 
periences with the use of frigid b lood to 
sustain the heart during surgery. It was to 
the effect that the heart could now b e put 
o ut-of commission for as long as three hours 
while under surgical repair, (iencral b ody 
circulation is sustained b y the workings of 
a heart-lung machine operating outside the 
bo dy . But it is also essential to keep the 
inoperativ e heart sufficiently nourished. Ad­ 
v anced surgery has already achiev ed this 
to a limited extent b y perfusing the heart 
tissue with potassium citrate, good for some 
30 minutes. But 
a 
.Minnesota 
research 
g ro up, headed b y Dr. Vincent L. Gott, re­ 
po rted that the use of b lood at near freez­ 


ing temperatures extends surgical time to as 
much as three hours without noticeab le post 
operativ e damage. To the layman it is a 
practice similar to producing hib ernation in 
which the heart tissues take adequate nour­ 
ishment from a minimum amount of oxygen 
and food. 
What docs it all add up to? First, a con­ 
fusing pattern to the uninformed layman; 
second, another milestone in medical con­ 
quest of something that was once incurab le. 
But third, and most important, it is a great 
comfort to the afflicted who appreciate tho 
fact that dedicated sjiecialists are lab oring 
ev ery day in the year with 
noteworthy 
progress toward cures that were considered 
impossib le b ut a short time ago. Nothing 
IS b etter news to the indiv idual than to 
learn that his incurab le condition is sud­ 
denly curab le. That is the great deliv erance.

Now that Khrushchev has gone home and 
peace is in the air the polls show that 
Repub lican presidential aspirants are in a 
little higher fav or. That plus the fact that 
President Eisenhower will not go to Mos­ 
cow until the late spring or early summer 
next year, which is a time that coincide.s 
nicely with the 19 60 political campaigning, 
indicates that the Repuldicans will get a 
good deal of mileage out of the peace then.

Another fact is that the v illain in the re­ 
cent cold w ar phase was not President Tru­ 
man and the Democratic party, b ut rather 
Repub lican b rinkmanship policies under the 
late Secretary John Foster Dulles.

East Germany Presents New Problems 


District Plan On Ballot 


There is no longer any question a.s to w hen 
the v o ters will decide on the petition-ini­ 
tiated chang e in the form of city gov ern­ 
ment, calling for election of councilmen b y 
districts. This plan will call for a lot of 
careful thinking on the part of v oters b e­ 
fo re they reach a decision for it has many 
adv antag es and disadv antages. 
There is at least one technical error b ut 
it can alway s be corrected at a later date 
and thus offers no real reason for v oting 
ag ainst the change. The petition which 
fo rces the v o te failed to make pro\ ision for 
future chang es in district b oundaries in con- 
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sideraiion of population shifts due to growth, 
annexations, etc. 
The significant thing to consider in this 
is whether it will prov ide Lincoln w ith b etter 
gov ernment than we hav e today. It is our 
opinion that it will not b ut this is something 
for each v oter to decide for himself. There 
is no question that it will prov ide more 
equality of representation. It should, if ap­ 
prov ed, do away with the predominance in 
city affairs of a rather select group of peo­ 
ple. 
This predominance has not b een a healthy 
thing b ecause it resulted in preferential 
treatment for certain interests and tended 
to destroy the confidence of many people 
in their gov ernment. This latter came ab out 
sometimes with 
justification 
and 
many 
times without justification. 
But in the final analysis, Lincoln has had 
a progressiv e and efficient gov ernment — 
managed with as much equality for all sec­ 
tions of the city as is prob ab ly possib le to 
ob tain. What would we likely hav e b y way 
of improv ement with district representa­ 
tion? For one thing, the ov er-all calib er of 
candidates would b e likely to slip as we 
would b e getting, not the b est from all the 
city, b ut the b est within limited pockets of 
the city. 
Secondly, the district plan is still the old 
ward system, regardless of what its b ack­ 
ers claim for it. It is not as detailed as the 
ward system b ut has all the potential for 
ab use which the ward system carried. It 
is much more likely to produce selfish b ick­ 
ering and petty politicking than the pres­ 
ent system. What we hav e is not perfect 
b ut what we might sub stitute with this 
change is ev en less so and no perfect form 
of gov ernment has yet b een dev ised. 


WASHINGTON-The Eisen- 
hower-Khrushchev 
confron­ 
tation must b e judged as an 
end in itself. Both heads of 
state hav e specifically dis­ 
claimed any negotiation of 
sub stantiv e differences b e­ 
tween the East and West. A 
summit meeting is in doub t 
and the President has post­ 
poned his own mission to 
Moscow until spring. 
Yet b oth leaders say they 
are satisfied, and while pub ­ 
lic reaction is mixed here, 
people generally hav e ac­ 
cepted the idea that such 
contacts are worth trying. 
Any release o f t e n s i o n 
pro mises at least the ho pe 
that serio us neo g tiatio ns can 
beg in. They co uld no t beg in 
in the climate o f the first 
six y ears o f the Eisenho wer 
administratio n while Senato r 
Jo seph McCarthy ro se and 
fell, while Republican par­ 
tisanship in fo reig n po licy 
remained stro ng and bitter. 
No r co uld any o bserv ers 
o f the Khrushchev trav els 
disco v er any place w'here 
the late Jo hn Fo ster Dulles 
wo uld hav e fitted naturally 
into the backg ro und o f the 
So v iet premier. It was hard 
eno ug h 
fo r 
mo st 
o f 
the 
A m e r i c an s directly co n­ 
cerned to take it in stride. 


The truth is that the White 
Ho use and State Department 
hav e taken a 1 8 0 -dcg ree turn 
away fro m their recent past. 
It is equally o bv io us that 
they are no t, and co uld no t 
be, ready with po licies, plans 
and ev en the new lang uag e 
fo r actual neg o tiatio ns 
o f 
such enduring sig nificance 


as are no w in pro spect. 
Their o ld co llectio n is rap­ 
idly beco ming o bso lete. The 
administratio n’s famo us slo ­ 
g ans, in particular, hav e hit 
time’s waste-baskets. It is 
no t ev en clear where t h e 
substitutes will co me fro m.
